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DETAILED ACTION 
Double Patenting 

1 . Claims 1-12 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 22 and 2, 3, 7, 12-17, and 19- 
20 of U.S. Patent No. U.S. 6,659,914 in view of Mirkovich et al. (U.S. 4,331 ,329). Claim 
20 of the '914 patent discloses the claimed invention but fails to specifically teach a 
metal frame. The use of metal frames is notoriously old and well known in the 
trampoline art as evidenced by Mirkovich. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill to provide a metallic frame as taught by Mirkovich to the '914 patent in 
order to provide a stable rigid support. Limitations drawn to size and shape of the mat, 
as well as interrelation of the loops and apron and cords are considered obvious in view 
of claims 2, 3, 7, 12-17, and 19-20 of the '914 patent.
